“The Japanese point out that 
America’s decision draws America 
and Japan ciosér, because Japan | 
throughout has been opposed to ag- 
gression or the imposing of pena’ 
ties for the Nanking and Hankow 
incident. 

“The Government unequivocabir 
repudiates reports from China of 
an approaching Angilo-Japanese 
offensive alliance in China directed 
against Russia.” 

Hankow Recime’s Decline. 

Bo far as Great Britain is con- 
cerned, the most important devel- 
opment in China itn recent weeks 
is the apparent crumbDiing of the 
Hankow Government, caused by the 
establishment at Nanking of a 
Government by the moderate sec- 
tion of the Nationalists.

War Department Considers 
Having Maj. Dargue Visit 
New York, Chicago and 
Other Cities. 
COMPANIONS WILL 
NOT ACCOMPANY HIM 


Aviators Now Drawing Up 
Report of 20,000-Mile 
Tour of Latin America 
That Ended Yesterday. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—A tour 


of principal American cities by 


Maj. Herbert A. Dargue, leader of 
the army’s Pan-American good-will 
flight was under consideration at 
the War Department today with 
the airmen rested after completing 
their 20,000 mile journey here 
yesterday, 

Details of the tour have not been 
worked out but it is believed Dar- 
gue would make the flight in his 
flagship, New York II, some time 
during the summer, touching New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago and 
possible far western cities. A flod 
of requests that the full flight be 
sent on tour hag reached the War 
Department but officals fee] they 
cannot be complied with. 

Congratulations of Major-Gener- 
al Mason M. Patric, chief of the 
Army air corps, were extended to 
the flyers at the General's office 
today*. They will present an of- 
ficia] report of their flight during 
the week, then well go on leave 
of absence. » 

President Coolidge at Bolling 
Field here received the flyers when 
they arrived late yesterday after- 
noon on the last leg of their jour- 
ney. 

“Mr. President,” Dargue said, 
“You gavé us a mission of good- 
will to perform. I hope we have 
done it to your satisfaction. We 
carried messages from you to the 
countries we visited, and we bring 
back physical evidence of the 
pleasure which they were re- 
ceived.” . 

As he spoke. Dargue handed the 
President the written replies of the 
chiefs of the states to the South. 

“I thank you, Maj. Dargue,” the 
President said. That was the only 
official exchange of greetings. 

In formal recognition of their 
work, President Coolidge handed 
each of the eight a certificate of 
award, which will be followed la- 
ter by presentation of distinguished 
flying crosses, stil] wnder design. 
Then they posed with the Presi- 
dent for pictures. 

Presumably their ships will go to 
Dayton for engineering inspection, 
but for the present will remain 
availabie for exhibition by their 
pilots. 

Half a dozen planes accompanied 
the flyers from Langley Field, Va., 
their last stop, and another half 
dozen rose here to join the honor 
escort.

INGREASED 150 MILES 


Bertaud Hopes to Avoid Fogs 
and Icy Wings of Great 
Circle Course.

NEW YORK, May  3.—Confi- 
dent of the ability of the Wright- 
Bellanca monoplane, Columbia, to

One disadvantage is that the 
plane will strike out to sea almost 
immediately after the take-off, in- 
stead of staying within eight of 
land for the first 1200 miles, as 
she would in following the shorter 
Great Circle course to Paris.

Text of Editorial “We Submit” — ‘BRITISH LABOR 


That Won the Pulitzer Prize 


HE Pulitzer prize “For the 
T bess editorial article writ- 

ten during the year” 1926, 
the tests of selection including 
the “Power to influence public, 
| opinion in the right direction,” 
was awarded for the following 
article by F. Lauriston Bullard, 
printed in the Boston Herald 
Oct. 26. 

WE SUBMIT— 

N OUR opinion Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti ought 

not to be executed on the war- 
rant of the verdict returned by 
a jury on July 14, 1921. We 
do not know whether these men 
are guilty or not. We have no 
sympathy with the half-baked 
views which they profess. But 
as months have merged into 
years and the great debate over 
this case has continued, our 
doubts have solidified slowly in- 
to convictions, and reluctantly 
we have found ourselves com- 
pelled to reverse our original 
judgment. We hope the Su- 
preme Judicial Court will grant 
a new trial gn the basis of the 
new evidence not yet examined 
in open court. We hope the 
Governor will grant another re- 
prieve to Celestino Madeiros so 
that hts confession may be can- 
vassed in open court. We hope, 
in case another supreme bench 
finds itself unable legally to au- 
thorize a new trial, that our 
Governor will call to his ald a 
commission of disinterested men 
of the highest intelligence and 
character to make an independ- 
ent investigation in his behalf, 
and that the Governor himsclf 
at first hand will participate in’ 
that examination if, ag a iast 
resort, it shall be undertaken. 

We have read the full de- 
cision in which Judge Webster 
Thayer, who presided at the 
original trial, renders his de- 
cision against the application 
for a new trial, and we submit 
that it carries the tone of the 
advocate rather than the arbi- 
trator. At the outset he refers 
to “the verdict of a jury ap- 
proved by the Supreme Court of 
this Commonwealth,” and “ane 
he repeats that sentence. 
respectfully submit that the ey 
preme Court never approved 
that verdict. What the Court 
did is stated in its own words, 
thus: “We have examined care- 
fully all the exceptions in so far 
as argued, and finding no error 
the verdicts are to stand.” The 
Supreme Court did not vindicate 
the verdict. The Court certified 
that, whether the verdict was 
right or wrong, the trial Judge 
performed his duty under the 
law ina legal manner. The Su- 
preme Court overruled a bill of 
exceptions but expressed no 
teers whatever as to the 

lidity of the verdict or the 
te of the defendants. Judge 
Thayer knows this, yet allows 
himself to refer to the verdict 
as “approved by the Supreme 
Court.” 

We submit, also, that Judge 
Thayer's language contains 
many innuendoes which surely 
are unfortunate in such a doc- 
ument. The petition for a new 
trial is based in part on the af- 
fidavits of two men, Letherman 
and Weyand, connected respec- 
tively with the United States 
Government for 36 years and 
eight years, and both now hold- 
ing responsible positions out of 
the Federal service. Judge 
Thayer says that one of these 
men “seems for some reason to 
be willing to go the limit in his 
affidavits against the Govern- 
ment of the United States,” and 
he refers to “prejudiced affida- 
vits, which appear to be quite 
easily obtained nowadays.” The 
changes are rung on certain 
phrases also, as “fraudulent 
conspiracy between these two 
great governments,” meaning 
the governments of the Untied 
States and Massachusetts. The 
Judge asserts a conspiracy 
charge which was not made by 
counse)] for the defense. He asks 
who “pumped this curiosity 
into Madeiros?’’ He compliments 
the prosecution and refers 


slightingly to counse) for the de- 
fense. 


We submit that evidence, if 
any, in the files of the Depart- 
ment of Justice having any | 
bearing on this case ought to be | 
examined in open court, | 
amined in private by the United | 
States Attorney-General and re- 
ported upon by him before this 
case shall finally be decided. We 
have no idea what the files 
may contain. Mr. Weyand said 
in his affidavit: “The convic- 
tion was the result of co-opera- 
tion between the Boston agents 
of the Department of Justice 
and the District Attorney.”

Now as to Madetros:

His evi- 
dence was accepted against 
himself when his own life was 
at stake. His evidence now is 
offered in behalf of two other 
when whose lives also are at 
stake.

He may be lying, but 
the criterion here is not what a 
judge may think about it, but 
what a jury might think about 
it. The question is, would the 
new evidence be a real factor 
with a jury in reaching a deci- 
sion? 


We submit that doubt Is cast 
on the verdict of the jury by 
the important affidavit made 
after the trial by Capt. C. H. 
Proctor of the State police. On 
the stand, testifying as an ex- 
pert, his evidence was under- 
stocd by the jury and the Judge 
to be that the fatal bullet issued 
from Sacco’s pistol. Careful ex- 
amination of the record dis- 
closes curious facts. Capt. 
Proctor did not here reply to

Now, 
when the Supreme Court dealt 
with that point it expressed no 
opinion as to whether or not 
an “ambiguous answer’ had 
been arranged to “obtain a con- , 
viction.” The court ruled only 
that the trial Judge had de-, 
cided that no such prearrange- 

ment had been made,-and that 

the Supreme Court could not 

‘as matter of law” set aside the 

ruling of the trial Judge. 

For these and other reasons 
we hope that the resources of 
our laws will prove adequate to 
obtain a new trial. Let it be 
remembered that the new trial 
is asked for on the basis of 
evidence never before the Su- 
preme Court previously. The 
court has ruled on exceptions to 
the old trial, never on all evi- 
dence fora new one. If ona 
new trial the defendants shal] 
again be found guilty we shall 
be infinitely better off than if 
we proceed to execution on the 
basis of the trial already held; 
the shadow of doubt which 
abides in the minds of large 
numbers of patient investiga- 
tors of this whole case wil] have 
been removed. And if on sec- 
ond trial Sacco and Vanzetti 
should be declared guiltless ev- 
eryhody would rejoice that no 
monstrous injustice shall have 
been done. We submit these 
views with no reference what- | 
ever to the personality of the | 
defendants, and without al]- 
lusion now to that atmosphere 
of radicalism of which we 
heard so much in 1921.

Almost everybody who comes into his court, from 
no matter what station, lies on this vexing subject 
with such ease and abandon that the Judge, who has 
been hailed by the drys as a model of his kind, wants 
the law changed and the Government made the pur- 
veyor of liquor. : 

No serious attention, in our opinion, will be paid 
to such a recommendation. If we are a nation of 
liars, we were a nation of liars when we said we 
wanted prohibition. That has been abundantly 
proved. The people who voted for it in Congress 
were lying, and the legislators who ratified it were 
lying. 

It is not often that we take up arms in defense 
of prohibition, but this is too flagrantly unjust for 
human forbearance.

The reasons for these leads are: 

No. 1, south bids no-trump and 
obtains the contract. With two 
four-card suits, west should lead 
the stronger; from an ace-queen- 
10-x suit, should lead fourth best. 


No. 2, with the bidding: East 
(dealer) one spade; south one no- 
no-trump; west two spades; north 
and east pass; south two no- 
trumps; the probability ig that 
east has ace of spades and south 
king-jack-x. Under such condi- 
tions the lowest spade is west’s 
best and conventional lead from 
queen-x-x. 

No. 3, south bids one spade and 
obtains the contract. West prob- 
ably will take more heart and 
club tricks if these suits are led 
by declarer: neither is an advan- 
tageougs suit to open. The strength- 
ening jack of diamonds (as it is 


accompanied with the ten) is apt 
to work better. 

In No. 4, south obtains a four- 
diamond contract. West has a 
close choice between leading the 
three of hearts and the jack of 
diamonds. It is not likely, in view 
of the bid, that the trump lead will 
be harmful; but it may be and 
the three of hearts is therefore 
my choice.
